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FBI asks public to help 
identify two Boston 
bomb suspects 



BOSTON (AFP) - US Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama vowed 
yesterday that the ’'evil’' 
Boston marathon bombers 
would be found as investiga¬ 
tors focused their efforts on 
two potential suspects. 

"Yes, we will find you, and 
yes, you will face justice," 
Obama told a special service in 
the city, three days after the 
two bombs killed three people 
and injured about 180 in a hail 
of nails and ball bearings. 

"We will find you, we will 
hold you accountable," he told 
a congregation of 2,000 at 
Boston’s Cathedral of the Holy 


Cross in a special visit to show 
national solidarity after Mon¬ 
day's attack. 

"If they sought to intimidate 
us, to terrorize us," Obama 
said, then "it should be pretty 
clear by now that they picked 
the wrong city to do it." 

Obama, who also met rela¬ 
tives of the dead and recover¬ 
ing victims at Massachusetts 
General Hospital, said Ameri¬ 
cans had seen "the face of evil" 
in the attacks. He listened at¬ 
tentively to speeches by the 
city's religious leaders at the 
service.

Ricin suspect charged with threatening Obama's life 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 45- 
year-old man suspected of 
sending poison-laced letters to 
President Barack Obama and a 
US senator has been charged 
with threatening the life of the 
president, authorities said yes¬ 
terday. 

Curtis is accused of sending 
a letter "containing threats to 
take the life of or to inflict bo¬ 


dily harm upon the President 
of the United States" and se- 
ding correspondence to others 
"containing a threat to injure 
the person or others," accor¬ 
ding to a joint statement from 
the US attorney for the north¬ 
ern district in Mississippi and 
a special agent in charge of the 
FBI in the state. 

Curtis also wrote about an 


alleged black market for the il¬ 
legal sale of human body parts 
that he thought was being cov¬ 
ered up by the government, 
prosecutors said. 

In 2007, Curtis' ex-wife re¬ 
ported to police that her former 
spouse was extremely delu¬ 
sional, anti-government and 
believed the government was 
spying on him with drones.

During the past two weeks the 
National Meteorological Ser¬ 
vices of North and Central 
America and the Caribbean 
met in Curagao to discuss mat¬ 
ters of common interest, in¬ 
cluding preparation for the 
upcoming hurricane season.

Driving with Mr. Comeimi; 
Eating in your car 



Mr. Comeimi is behind the 
wheel of his rental car. He is 
driving down the road back to 
the hotel. He has a box of deli¬ 
cious donuts on the passenger 
seat and the smell is filling up 
the car. “This sip of coffee can 
use a sugary bite” he thinks and 
goes to put his coffee away. 
One hand on the wheel and a 
quick feel later he finds the cup 
holder has a bottle in there. I 
mean he is an experienced 
driver (30 years or so ) and 
surely can handle picking up a 
doughnut and driving at the 
same time. A quick glance at 
the cup holder, “Oh never 
mind, I'm on vacation too and 
I don't feel like cleaning up.” 
However he takes the bottle of 
Awa from the holder and puts 
it down on the floor behind his 
seat. Hot coffee put safely 
away, a doughnut in the hand 
driving down the road in peace 
what could be better? 

Mr. Comeimi takes a big 
bite of his jelly doughnut which 
is really stuffed. Some jelly es¬ 
capes and is sliding down his 
hand. He quickly glances 
where the glob is before it falls. 
It was only a quick glance but 
Mr. Comeimi misses the road 
sign signaling speed bumps up 
ahead. Since he is focusing on 
the road he does see the speed 
bump in the road and hits the 
brake to slow down. The car 
decelerates quickly and sends 
the water bottle rolling down 
the car. It hits his ankle while 
his foot is on brake pedal.

Race to find survivors after 
'nightmare' Texas blast

Nasser Wedaddy, head of the 
New England Interfaith Coun¬ 
cil, spoke for American Mus¬ 
lims and highlighted how the 
Koran says that killing one 
person "is like killing all 
mankind." 

Wedaddy told how he expe¬ 
rienced a car bomb while liv¬ 
ing in Damascus as a child. 
"What happened on Monday 
has shocked and horrified us, 
but it has also brought us to¬ 
gether," he said in a message 
carefully prepared by Muslim 
leaders who fear a backlash if 
the attackers are found to be 
militant Islamists. 

The archbishop of Boston, 
Cardinal Sean Patrick O'Mal¬ 
ley, read a message from Pope 
Francis in which he said the 
people of the city should keep 
"working together to build an 
even more just, free and secure 
society." 

Obama has vowed a relent¬ 
less hunt for the attackers and 
authorities say they want to 


speak to individuals seen in 
surveillance camera images 
around the marathon finish line 
that was devastated by the 
pressure cooker bombs. 

No claim of responsibility 
and no arrests have been made 
in connection with the worst 
attack in the United States 
since the September 11, 2001 
atrocities. 

The US Federal Bureau of 
Investigation yesterday re¬ 
leased photos and videos of 
two men sought as suspects in 
the Boston bombings, urging 
the public to help identify 
them. 

"No bit of information, no 
matter how small or seemingly 
inconsequential, is too small 
for us to see," Richard 
DesLauriers, the agent in 
charge of the FBI's Boston of¬ 
fice, told a press conference, 
three days after Monday's at¬ 
tack. 

The FBI posted several pic¬ 
tures of the two men — who in¬ 


vestigators consider to be 
armed and extremely danger¬ 
ous — at www.fbi.gov, as well 
as video footage of the pair. 

"For more than 100 years, 
the FBI has relied upon the 
public to be its eyes and ears," 
DesLauriers said. "Somebody 
out there knows these individ¬ 
uals." 

Investigators are poring 
over evidence gathered in the 
wake of the twin blasts, which 
killed three and wounded 
around 180 others. 

DesLauriers said no other 
information would be released, 
telling reporters: "This is our 
focus now." 

More than 100 of the in¬ 
jured have left Boston hospi¬ 
tals, but about 10 remain in 
critical condition and some 
will require new operations. 

At least 12 people have lost 
at least one of their legs be¬ 
cause of the blast from the 
bombs, which fired the metal 
fragments at low level. 


WEST (AFP) - Rescuers in 
Texas yesterday carried out a 
painstaking search for sur¬ 
vivors after a massive explo¬ 
sion at a fertilizer factory 
killed as many as 15 people 
and destroyed dozens of 
homes. 

With the country already on 
edge after the deadly Boston 
Marathon attacks, the factory 
in the small town of West blew 
up in a huge fireball Wednes¬ 
day, an explosion so great ex¬ 
perts said it had the force of a 
2.1-magnitude earthquake. 

Authorities said they feared 
they could find more bodies in 
the rubble of homes and busi¬ 
nesses leveled by the tremen¬ 
dous explosion, which was 
preceded by a fire at the West 
Fertilizer plant in the southern 
US state. 

A huge part of West was 
evacuated Wednesday night, 
and Texas Governor Rick 
Perry said yesterday that local 
schools would remain shut¬ 
tered for the remainder of the 
week. He also announced that 
he was seeking a federal disas¬ 
ter declaration which would 
make additional funds avail¬ 
able. 

Police sergeant W. Patrick 
Swanton of the department in 
nearby Waco said the tragedy 
killed "anywhere from five to 
15" people, but warned he ex¬ 
pected that toll to rise. Hospi¬ 
tals here have treated more 
than 160 people with varying 
injuries, he said. 

Swanton told reporters at a 
briefing that officials were 
conducting a massive door-to- 
door search and rescue opera¬ 
tion "to still find survivors, to 
still find people that are in¬ 
jured." 

Officials said they do not 
yet know what caused the ex¬ 
plosion, but are treating the 


factory site as a crime scene 
until the investigation rules out 
foul play. 

Others however said the 
main cause could be anhy¬ 
drous ammonia, a chemical 
used in the production of fer¬ 
tilizer. Authorities said the in¬ 
vestigation was being led by 
the federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco, Firearms and Explo¬ 
sives. 

The blast, which was felt as 
many as 50 miles (80 kilome¬ 
ters) away, destroyed an apart¬ 
ment complex and a nursing 
home and sent residents flee¬ 
ing into emergency shelters. 

President Barack Obama 
offered the prayers of the na¬ 
tion to the people of West, a 
town of about 2,800 people, 
which is home to a thriving 
Czech community dating back 
to the late 1800s when immi¬ 
grants settled the American 
frontier. 

"A tight-knit community has 
been shaken, and good, hard¬ 
working people have lost their 
lives," he said, offering the as¬ 
sistance of the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Management Agency. 

The US Army national 
guard dispatched a 21 -member 
"civil support team" to monitor 
air quality for possible ha¬ 
zardous emissions, a spokes¬ 
man said, amid worries that 
toxic fumes could sicken resi¬ 
dents of West and nearby areas. 

In Prague, the foreign min¬ 
istry said its ambassador to 
Washington, Petr Gandalovic, 
was traveling to West to study 
the possibility of providing aid 
from his government for the 
injured and relatives of the vic¬ 
tims. 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration declared a no-fly 
zone over the blast zone, over 
fears another explosion could 
bring down small aircraft.

UAE breaks up 
'Qaeda cell* of 7 
Arabs: statement 



DUBAI (AFP) - Authorities in 
the United Arab Emirates have 
broken up an Al-Qaeda cell 
comprising seven Arabs who 
were plotting attacks in the Gulf 
state, an official statement said 
on Thursday. 

The UAE is one of the most 
stable countries in the Middle 
East and has so far not seen any 
attacks by Al-Qaeda. It has also 
been spared in the wave of Arab 
Spring uprisings. 

The cell was "plotting acts 
that would have harmed the se¬ 
curity of the country, its citizens 
and foreign residents," said the 
statement carried by state news 
agency WAM. 

The group was also involved 
in "recruiting people" for Al- 
Qaeda and providing the ji- 
hadist organisation with 



"money and logis¬ 
tic support". 

It was also "try¬ 
ing to extend its 
activities to reach 
some other coun¬ 
tries in the re¬ 
gion," the 

statement said, 
without elaborat¬ 
ing. 

The seven are 
of "Arab national¬ 
ities," and will be 
questioned and put on trial, it 
said. 

The population of the UAE, 
estimated at over eight million, 
comprises nearly 90 percent 
foreigners lured by work oppor¬ 
tunities in the wealthy country. 

Authorities announced in 
December busting a cell of 
Saudi and Emirati members 
plotting "terror" attack in the 
two countries and other states. 
They were described as mem¬ 
bers of the "deviant group," a 
term usually used in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia to refer to Al-Qaeda-linked 
Islamists. 

The UAE is already trying 
94 Emiratis, including 13 
women, over accusations of 
plotting to seize power, in the 
largest trial in the history of the 
federation of sheikhdoms 
formed in 1971. 

Authorities accuse the Is¬ 
lamists of links to the Muslim 
Brotherhood, which is out¬ 
lawed in the Gulf state. 

The UAE also arrested a 
group of Egyptians in Decem¬ 
ber and accused them of links 
to the Muslim Brotherhood, 
collecting sensitive intelligence 
about the UAE, and having ties 
to the Emirati Islamists on trial. 

Human Rights Watch said 13 
Egyptians were in custody. 
UAE authorities at the time of 
the arrests put the number at 11. 


Obama slams 'shameful' defeat 
of US gun reform 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Bristling with anger, President 
Barack Obama branded 
Wednesday’s defeat of his gun 
reform drive in the US Senate 
as "shameful," and accused 
lawmakers of caving in to the 
powerful firearms lobby. 

A deeply emotional Obama 
lashed out after a bid to expand 
background checks for gun 
buyers — the last meaningful 
piece of his trimmed effort to 
retool gun laws after the New¬ 
town school massacre — failed 
to pass. 

Ringed by dazed and grief- 
stricken relatives of some of 
the 20 children gunned down 
in Connecticut in December, 
Obama accused the firearms 
lobby of lying to thwart 
change but vowed he would 
not give up the fight. 

"Families that know un¬ 
speakable grief summoned the 
courage to petition their 
elected leaders not just to 
honor the memory of their 
children but to protect the lives 
of all of our children," he said 
in the White House Rose Gar¬ 
den. 

"A minority in the United 
States Senate decided it wasn't 
worth it." 

As he absorbed the first sig¬ 
nificant political defeat of his 
second term, the president said 
"the gun lobby and its allies 
willfully lied about the bill. 

"All in all, this was a pretty 
shameful day for Washington." 

Obama was clearly furious 
about the vote, months after 
vowing to use all his power to 
enact gun reform in the tearful 
aftermath of the Newtown 
tragedy. 

Obama complained that Re¬ 
publicans and some of his own 
Democrats had simply been 
scared of the well-financed 
gun lobby. 

"They caved to the pressure. 
And they started looking for an 
excuse, any excuse, to vote 
no," he said, vowing to fight 


on for change. 

But the president hinted that 
he would campaign on the 
issue in the 2014 mid-term 
elections. 

"I believe we're going to be 
able to get this done. Sooner or 
later we're going to get this 
right. The memories of these 
children demand it," Obama 
later said in an email to sup¬ 
porters. 

Republicans argued that the 
bill infringed on the constitu¬ 
tional right to bear arms, but 
Obama said it did no such 
thing and merely tried to stop 
criminals and the mentally ill 
from getting firearms. 

Some conservative Democ¬ 
rats, fearing a backlash as they 
run for re-election, also op¬ 
posed the bill. 

Chris Cox, chief lobbyist for 
the National Rifle Association, 
the top pro-gun pressure 
group, said the bill was "mis¬ 
guided" and would have crim¬ 
inalized arms transfers 
between law-abiding citizens 
and friends. 

"Expanding background 
checks, at gun shows or else¬ 
where, will not reduce violent 
crime or keep our kids safe in 
their schools," Cox said. 

Obama's calls for a rein¬ 
stated ban on assault weapons 
and high-capacity magazine 
clips also crashed in the Sen¬ 
ate, as expected. 

The background checks bill 
did attract a majority vote — 
54-46 — but 60 senators were 
needed for passage. 


After the measure went 
down, one gun violence sur¬ 
vivor, Patricia Maisch, shouted 
"Shame on you!" from the 
Senate gallery. 

Maisch was at the 2011 
shooting that left six people 
dead and then-congresswoman 
Gabrielle Giffords gravely 
wounded in Arizona. 

Giffords was at Obama's 
side in the White House Rose 
Garden, along with Vice Pres¬ 
ident Joe Biden and trauma¬ 
tized parents of several 
Newtown children. 

"They have no souls, they 
have no compassion for the ex¬ 
periences that people have 
lived through (with) gun vio¬ 
lence, who have had a child or 
a loved one murdered by a 
gun," Maisch said. 

Obama was incensed by 
claims from some conserva¬ 
tives that he had used relatives 
of victims as political props in 
the campaign debate. 

"Do we really think thou¬ 
sands of families whose lives 
have been shattered by gun vi¬ 
olence don't have a right to 
weigh in on this issue?" he 
asked. 

Before Obama spoke, Mark 
Barden, whose seven-year-old 
son Daniel died at Sandy Hook 
Elementary School in New¬ 
town, promised to carry on the 
battle. 

Shortly before the vote, Re¬ 
publican Senator John McCain 
announced his backing, but he 
knew the amendment was al¬ 
ready doomed. 
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Dutch court rejects bid to halt 
mass meat recall 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch court on Thursday re¬ 
jected a bid by a meat whole¬ 
saler to quash an order 
recalling 50,000 tonnes of beef 
potentially contaminated with 
horsemeat. 

"The court rejects the re¬ 
quest for a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion," on Dutch food authority 
NVWA’s recall of meat han¬ 
dled by Willy Selten, judge 
Reinier van Zutphen said at the 
commercial court in The 
Hague. 

Businessman Selten, al¬ 
legedly a key player in Eu¬ 
rope’s horsemeat scandal, had 
sought to overturn the 
NVWA’s order to recall all 
meat sold by the company over 
the last two years. 

The watchdog recalled 
50,000 tonnes of beef sus¬ 
pected to have been contami¬ 
nated with horse, asking 
hundreds of companies across 
Europe supplied by Selten to 
check their products. 

Selten’s company was on 
Tuesday declared bankrupt 
and placed under curatorship. 

His lawyer, Frank Peters, 
said Selten was disappointed 
after he informed him of the 
court’s decision by phone. 

NVWA spokesman Brenno 
Bruggink said that it was now 
up to other countries that 
bought meat from Selten to de¬ 
cide whether they wanted to 
order national recalls. 

Around half the suspect 
meat was sold in The Nether¬ 
lands and half in the EU, he 
said. 

"We think that most of it has 
already been eaten," Bruggink 
said. "We have to go and do 
what we can. Whatever we can 
find, we’ll find." 


Lawyer Peters had argued 
Tuesday that the recall was 
"disproportionate" and 

"bizarre and bordering on the 
mass hysteria gripping the 
whole of Europe". 

He said there had never been 
a complaint in the 22 years in 
which Selten’s company dis¬ 
tributed meat from the small 
Dutch town of Oss, stressing: 
"All his meat comes from 
within the European Union." 

The NVWA said it had sent 
a letter to 130 Dutch compa¬ 
nies who were supplied with 
possible horse-contaminated 
beef from the Selten company, 
asking them to "take it off the 
market as a precautionary 
measure" and "verify all prod¬ 
ucts". 

The NVWA authority said 
that although the meat’s origin 
could not be guaranteed, "there 
are no signs of a danger to the 
public health". 

Dutch officials in February 


raided the Selten meat process¬ 
ing plant in the south of The 
Netherlands on suspicion that 
it was mixing horsemeat with 
beef and selling it as pure beef. 

It handled imports from var¬ 
ious European countries and 
delivered to retailers, meat 
wholesalers, butchers, the 
meat processing industry and 
supermarkets throughout Eu¬ 
rope. 

The plant was probed as part 
of a criminal investigation by 
the prosecutor's office and the 
NVWA. 

It is suspected of fraud and 
money laundering, the prose¬ 
cutor's office said at the time. 

Since the horsemeat scandal 
erupted in Ireland in January, 
governments have scrambled 
to figure out how and where 
the mislabelling of meat hap¬ 
pened in the sprawling chain 
of production spanning abat¬ 
toirs and meat suppliers across 
Europe. 


Experts 
seek ramped 
up action to 
save new¬ 
born lives 

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
More and more newborn ba¬ 
bies are dying annually despite 
greater knowledge about what 
kills them, and cheap and sim¬ 
ple measures to save them, a 
global conference in Johannes¬ 
burg heard Monday. 

Rights activist Graca 
Machel, the wife of Nelson 
Mandela, bemoaned a lack of 
urgency in finding ways to 
save the three million babies 
who die each year in their first 
four weeks of life. 

Most of these babies die 
from preventable conditions 
linked to inadequate healthcare 
for both the mother and child 
in poor countries. 

Despite years of debate on 
the subject, "what has not been 
changed is our attitude — to act 
with urgency, not as business 
as usual," said Machel. 

Gary Darmstadt, director of 
family health with the Bill and 
Melinda Gates Foundation, 
said that despite increased lev¬ 
els of knowledge about baby 
deaths, newborns continue to 
die. 

According to the UN chil¬ 
dren's agency UNICEF, new¬ 
born mortalities have grown as 
a percentage of child deaths 
from 36 percent in 1990 to 43 
percent in 2011. 

The heaviest neonatal deaths 
are recorded in South Asia and 
Sub-Saharan Africa. 

The worst performer was 
the continent's most populous 
state Nigeria which has a quar¬ 
ter of a million newborns 
dying annually.

STOCKHOLM (AFP) - A 
Stockholm treatment centre 
for eating disorders on Thurs¬ 
day said talent scouts from 
modelling agencies had ap¬ 
proached their patients outside 
the clinic, hoping to recruit 
them. 

"They were outside the 
building and waited for the 
girls to go out for a walk," the 
director of the public institu¬ 
tion, Anna-Maria af Sande- 
berg, told Swedish news 
agency TT, without naming 
the agencies. 

The unscrupulous head 
hunters were familiar with the 
patients' every day routine and 
would stop at nothing, she 
added. 

"One of those contacted 
was in a wheelchair because 
she was so skinny," af Sande- 
berg said. 

The incident took place sev¬ 
eral months ago, and the girls' 
schedules have since been 
changed. 

The director of the Elite 
Model Management agency in 
Stockholm, Fredo Kazemi, de¬ 
nounced the methods as "dis¬ 
gusting and unethical." 

The Stockholm centre for 
eating disorders is the largest 
facility of its kind in Sweden, 
currently treating some 1,200 
in-patients and day patients, 
most of whom are girls but 
also boys and adults. 

The fashion industry is reg¬ 
ularly accused of promoting 
extreme thinness and working 
with models that suffer from 
eating disorders. 

Earlier this year, Israel 
banned models with a BMI 
(body mass index) level below 
18.5 from photo shoots and 
advertising campaigns. 

Other countries have so far 
only introduced non-binding 
professional codes of conduct.

Twitter launches 
music-finding service 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Twitter on Thursday launched 
a music service that recom¬ 
mends tunes based on what 
people are 'tweeting' about and 
lets people sample songs they 
might like. 

"We're releasing Twitter 
#music, a new service that will 
change the way people find 
music, based on Twitter," the 
San Francisco-based firm said 
in a release. 

"It uses Twitter activity, in¬ 
cluding Tweets and engage¬ 
ment, to detect and surface the 
most popular tracks and 
emerging artists," Twitter con¬ 
tinued. 

"It also brings artists' music- 
related Twitter activity front 
and center. And, of course, you 



can tweet songs right from the 
app." 

Twitter users can get 30- 
second samples of songs from 
iTunes, Spotify or Rdio music 
services, but the default 
provider is Apple's online 
shop iTunes. 

"So, if you're interested in 
the songs that have been 
tweeted by the artists and peo¬ 
ple you follow on Twitter, you 
can navigate to #NowPlaying 
to view and listen to those 
songs," Twitter said. 

Twitter Music applications 
for Internet web browsers and 
Apple mobile devices let peo¬ 
ple see what songs are hot and 
get recommendations based 
on their tastes, according to 
Rdio. 
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Astronomers 
find most 
Earth-like 
planets yet 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Using a potent NASA space 
telescope to scan the skies for 
planets like ours where life 
may exist, astronomers said 
Thursday they have found the 
most Earth-like candidates yet. 

Two of the five planets or¬ 
biting a Sun-like star called 
Kepler-62 are squarely in the 
habitable zone — not too hot, 
not too cold and possibly bear¬ 
ing water, NASA scientists re¬ 
ported in the journal Science. 

"These are the most similar 
objects to Earth that we have 
found yet," said Justin Crepp, 
assistant professor of physics 
at the University of Notre 
Dame. 

The two planets are slightly 
larger than ours, each with a 
radius of 1.41 and 1.61 times 
the radius of the Earth. 

Scientists do not yet know 
if their surfaces are rocky or 
watery, or if they have atmos¬ 
pheres that could sustain life. 

But their location and size 
suggest they "could plausibly 
be composed of condensable 
compounds and be solid, ei¬ 
ther as a dry, rocky super- 
Earth or one composed of a 
significant amount of water," 
said the study. 

Other studies have indi¬ 
cated that planets with a radius 
under 1.6 "have been found to 
have densities indicative of a 
rocky composition." 

Astronomers detected the 
planets by observing their star 
dim when the planets pass in 
front of it, what is known as a 
"transit." 

Crepp first saw a dot near 
Kepler-62 about a year ago, 
and has studied the move¬ 
ments of the system for 
months in order to confirm the 
discovery. 

"What really helped is that 
this star has five planets," he 
said. 


Arguments spill in battle 
over Canada-US pipeline 


NEBRASKA (AFP) - Public 
arguments spilled over Thurs¬ 
day in the battle surrounding 
the controversial Keystone XL 
pipeline, which would carry 
oil from Canada's tar sands to 
coastal Texas. 

People worried about the 
environment and water in the 
most hotly contested area of 
the proposed pipeline, Ne¬ 
braska's Sand Hills, pleaded 
for a halt to the $5.3 billion 
project. 

But supporters insisted that 
years of research have shown 
no harmful effects would 
come from it, and promised it 
would add much-needed jobs 
in a still sluggish US economy. 

The US State Department is 
currently preparing its recom¬ 
mendation on whether to ap¬ 
prove the project, and 
concluded in a draft report last 
month that it would have no 
major impact on the environ¬ 
ment. A final decision rests 
with President Barack Obama. 

"The main reason we op¬ 
pose this pipeline is because it 
threatens our waters, which is 
the very livelihood of the 
landowners we're working 
with to protect their land," said 
Jane Kleeb, head of the Bold 
Nebraska Coalition. 


According to Vern Meier, 
vice president of pipeline 
safety and compliance at Tran- 
sCanada, the company that 
would operate the pipeline, the 
project would not do any 
harm. 

"Keystone will be a safe 
line, a link from Canadian and 
American oilfields to refiner¬ 
ies on the US Gulf Coast," he 
said. "It's our job to make sure 
that quality materials are used 
to construct it, that it's installed 
properly, that it’s maintained to 
the highest standards." 

Another TransCanada exec¬ 
utive, Corey Courlet, said mul¬ 
tiple studies have projected the 
same "minimal" effect. 

As the hearing got under¬ 
way, a boisterous crowd filled 
an indoor auditorium, with at¬ 
tendees alternately cheering or 
booing speakers as they rose to 
voice their opinions. 

Some of those opposed to 
the project wore baseball caps 
and shirts that said "Pipeline 
Fighter." At least two of those 
who spoke in favor were 
dressed in business suits. 

The project aims to build an 
1,980-mile (3,200-kilometer) 
conduit for oil from Canada's 
tar sands region to the US 
Gulf of Mexico coast. 



DUBLIN (AFP) - Masked men stole eight rhino horns 
from the National Museum of Ireland with a street value 
of about 500,000 euros ($650,000), officials said. The 
gang of three broke into the museum archives building 
in Dublin late on Wednesday, tied up a security guard 
and loaded four rhino heads - each with two horns --- 
onto a van, police said. Rhino horns have become in¬ 
creasingly valuable as a component of traditional medi¬ 
cines in Asia, where they are falsely believed to have 
powerful healing properties.

IMF chief faces court 
grilling in French corruption 
probe 


German parliament overwhelmingly 
approves Cyprus aid 


PARIS (AFP) - International 
Monetary Fund chief Christine 
Lagarde is to be grilled by 
prosecutors investigating a 
huge state payout to a dis¬ 
graced tycoon during her time 
as French finance minister. 

Lagarde has been ordered to 
appear before a special court at 
the end of May to answer 
questions over her handling of 
a dispute that resulted in 400 
million euros ($520m) being 
paid to Bernard Tapie. 

Tapie is a former politician 
and controversial business fig¬ 
ure who went to prison for 
match-fixing during his time 
as president of France's biggest 
football club, Olympique Mar¬ 
seille. 

Prosecutors working for the 
Court of Justice of the Repub¬ 
lic (CJR), a body established 
to investigate cases of ministe¬ 
rial misconduct, suspect he re¬ 
ceived favourable treatment in 
return for supporting Nicolas 
Sarkozy in the 2007 and 2012 
presidential elections. 

After winning the presi¬ 
dency in 2007, Sarkozy chose 
Lagarde to be finance minister. 

Prosecutors have described 
Lagarde's handling of the case 
as "questionable" and sug¬ 
gested she was partly respon¬ 
sible for "numerous anomalies 
and irregularities" which could 
lead to charges for complicity 
in fraud and misappropriation 
of public funds. 

Lagarde's Paris home was 
raided by CJR officials last 
month but she has not been 
charged with any crime. The 
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IMF has stood by her and she 
insisted Thursday that she 
would be cleared of any 
wrongdoing. 

The investigation centres 
on Lagarde's 2007 decision to 
ask a panel of judges to arbi¬ 
trate in a dispute between 
Tapie and Credit Lyonnais, the 
collapsed, partly state-owned 
bank, over his 1993 sale of 
sports group Adidas. 


BERLIN (AFP) - The German 
parliament approved an inter¬ 
national bailout package for 
stricken eurozone member 
Cyprus by a large majority on 
Thursday. 

In the Bundestag lower 
house, 486 deputies voted for 
the measure with 104 against 
and three abstentions. 

MPs also overwhelmingly 
backed a deal by eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers giving Ireland 
and Portugal an extra seven 
years to repay aid they have re¬ 
ceived to allow them to con¬ 
solidate progress. 


Eurozone finance ministers 
formally approved on Friday 
new terms for the Cyprus debt 
rescue that will cost far more 
than first thought — 23 billion 
euros ($30 billion) rather than 
17 billion euros. 

Eurozone partners and the 
International Monetary Fund 
are to provide 10 billion euros 
of this amount while the 
Cypriot government will have 
to find the rest. 

Germany will kick in about 
one-third of the international 
assistance.

Lebanon picks 46 firms for gas 
exploration bids 


BEIRUT (AFP) - A group of 
46 firms have qualified to bid 
on a first round of licences to 
explore Lebanese offshore gas 
fields, with 12 qualified to bid 
as operators, the energy minis¬ 
ter said on Thursday. 

The bidding round is sched¬ 
uled to begin on May 2. 

Of the 52 companies that 
entered the pre-qualification 
process, 12 qualified as poten¬ 
tial operators, and another 34 
as potential non-operators able 
to participate indirectly in the 
exploitation of Lebanon's off¬ 
shore gas reserves. 


The 12 include US firms 
Anadarko, Chevron and 
ExxonMobil, Europe's Total, 
Repsol, Shell, Maersk, Statoil 
and Eni; Brazil's Petrobras, 
Malaysia's Petronas Carigili 
and Japan's Inpex. 

The bidding will be open 
until November 4, Bassil said, 
adding that tender specifica¬ 
tions had been finalised but 
needed to be approved by the 
cabinet. 

Lebanon currently has a 
caretaker government, follow¬ 
ing the resignation of prime

Lebanon has been slow to ex¬ 
ploit its maritime resources 
compared with other eastern 
Mediterranean countries, with 
Israel, Cyprus and Turkey much 
further along in the process of 
drilling for oil and gas. 


radical restructuring of 
Cyprus's bloated banking sec¬ 
tor, with an economy heavily 
dependent on financial serv¬ 
ices now expected to shrink by 
up to 12.5 percent over the 
next two years. 

Finance Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble had urged MPs to 
back the Cyprus bailout, citing 
the gradual recovery of other 
stricken eurozone members as 
evidence the aid-for-reforms 
strategy worked. 

Speaking to the Bundestag, 
he said that countries such as 
Portugal and Ireland had 
shown that tough budget cut¬ 
ting coupled with international 
assistance could save a debt- 
mired country. 

Schaeuble also noted sub¬ 
stantial progress made in the 
last three years in taming the 
eurozone crisis, with economic 
progress such as a hike in ex¬ 
ports from southern European 
countries as well as a sharp 
drop in public deficits. 

Striking a conciliatory note, 
the usually tough-talking 
Schaeuble noted that Ger¬ 
many's preaching of austerity 
in Europe sometimes lacked 
compassion for the sacrifices 
made by the people of crisis- 
battered countries. 

"In our country in particular 
where the euro crisis is not felt 
in everyday life we must issue 
a reminder that the people in 
Greece, Portugal and Cyprus 
are going through tough 
times," he said. 

But he stressed there was 
"no other way" than fiscal dis¬ 
cipline to achieve sustainable 
long-term stability and growth. 

Polls show that Germans 
strongly back the crisis-fight¬ 
ing strategies of Chancellor 
Angela Merkel and her fellow 
conservative Schaeuble, with 
five months to go until a gen¬ 
eral election.

Pakistani girl makes Time's 
'most influential' list 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Malala 
Yousafzai, the Pakistani school 
girl and advocate for girls’ ed¬ 
ucation who survived a would- 


be assassin's bullet, is 
among the 100 most in¬ 
fluential people in the 
world, Time magazine 
said Thursday. 

Yousafzai, who was 
shot by the Taliban for 
campaigning for girls' ed¬ 
ucation, is one of seven 
honorees to also appear 
on one of the various cov¬ 
ers that the magazine has 
devoted to the list. 

The 15-year old, who 
also has been nominated 
for this year's Nobel 
Peace Prize, had surgery 
in February to repair the 
hole left in her skull by a 
gunman's bullet, and now lives 
in exile in Britain. 

The annual list picks lumi¬ 
naries from art, business and 
politics whose achievement 
make them among the world's 
most vital and vibrant figures. 

Making Time's list this year 
were Hollywood director 
Steven Spielberg, Oscar-win¬ 
ning actor Daniel Day Lewis 
and Britain's Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge, Kate Middleton. 


SEOUL (AFP) - Female flight attendants with South 
Korea's Asiana Airlines won a long-running battle to 
overturn a skirts-only dress code after the national 
human rights commission ruled it discriminatory. Start¬ 
ing from early next month, Asiana's 3,000-odd female 
flight attendants will be allowed to wear trousers for the 
first time since the company came into existence 25 
years ago, an airline statement said. The decision came 
after the national rights watchdog, responding to an ap¬ 
peal lodged by the Korean Confederation of Trade 
Unions, ruled the existing dress code was "gender dis¬ 
criminatory".

The 
singer and coach on tal¬ 
ent show The Voice is 
asking a judge to throw 
out the lawsuit filed by 
her ex, Antonio de La 
Rua, the son of former Ar¬ 
gentine President Fer¬ 
nando, who she dated for 
over 10 years before they 
split in 2011. 

De la Rua claims in 
court papers that he helped create the "Shakira brand" 
and was the brains behind her hits, Hips Don't Lie and 
Waka Waka. The singer stated that when she first met 
de la Rua at a concert in Argentina in 2000, she was "al¬ 
ready a well-known and recognised artist with an estab¬ 
lished international career". She admits de la Rue was 
one of "numerous advisers", but stated that "though he 
lacked experience or knowledge of the music industry", 
she decided, in 2005, at his request, to involve him in 
some matters relating to the business because he "was 
unemployed". 



Japan woman, 77, got $4 mn 
from man for sex and love 


TOKYO (AFP) - A 77-year- 
old woman who received $4 
million from a 79-year-old 
man in exchange for sexual 
and romantic favours has been 
ordered to repay the cash by a 
court in Japan, a report said 
Thursday. 

The woman succeeded in 
getting around 400 million yen 
out of the man over a seven- 
year period, in what he said he 
thought were loans, which she 
used to buy luxury cars and a 
condominium, the Sports Nip¬ 
pon newspaper said. 

"She had no ability nor any 
intention to repay the debts," 
said the court in Shizuoka, 
central Japan, according to the 
paper. 

The court heard how the 
woman, who was not named, 
used what it called an 
"amorous net" to persuade him 


to part with the cash, including 
stripping naked in hotel rooms 
and asking him to bathe her. 

The elderly couple began 
dating in June 2000, the paper 
said, and the woman repeat¬ 
edly asked for money, which 
she said was to pay off debts 
to another man whom she 
would otherwise have to 
marry. 

The man, whose identity 
was also not revealed, sold 
land he had inherited and took 
out loans to meet her de¬ 
mands. 

She used the money to buy 
top-end cars, including a 
Jaguar, a BMW and a Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz, as well as a lux¬ 
ury flat. 

If the woman fails to com¬ 
ply with the civil court ruling, 
the man will have to take fur¬ 
ther action to compel her.

ters. 

Djokovic will next take on 
Finn Jarkko Nieminen who 
spent two and a half hours in 
knocking out Juan Martin del 
Potro 6-4, 4-6, 7-6 (7/4) to 
reach only his third clay quar¬ 
ter-final since 2006. 

Third seed Nadal turned in a 
routine performance to dispatch 


German Philipp Kohlschreiber 
6-2, 6-4 as the Spanish king of 
clay bids for a record ninth 
straight trophy at the event. 

Nadal will next line up 
against Grigor Dimitrov, who 
beat Germany's Florian Mayer, 
6-2, 6-4. 

The win was the Spaniard's 
17th in a row after successive 
titles this season in Sao Paulo, 
Acapulco and Indian Wells. 

Second seeded Andy Mur¬ 
ray, who has yet to win a clay- 
court title, collapsed to a 6-1, 
6-2 loss to Stanislas Wawrinka. 

The win for the Swiss in less 
than an hour guaranteed that 


Roger Federer returns to the 
number two ranking on Mon¬ 
day, sending the Murray back 
to third. 

The shell-shocked Scot com¬ 
mitted 24 unforced errors. 

US Open champion Murray, 
a 2012 quarter-finalist, went nil 
for two on break points and lost 
his own serve five times in the 
rout. 

Djokovic played the role of 
ironman for a second day in 
succession as he overcame the 
ankle problem which had 
threatened to keep him from the 
event. 

The Serb laboured through a 
second comeback in 24 hours 
to beat Monaco in just over two 
hours, with 25 winners and 45 
unforced errors. 

Unpredictable Italian Fabio 
Fognini sprung a surprise on 
fourth seed Tomas Berdych, 
dismissing the Czech 6-4, 6-2. 
French sixth seed Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga thrilled his home fans 
as he overwhelmed Austrian 
Jurgen Melzer 6-3, 6-0. 



DUBAI (AFP) - Bahrain riot 
police fired tear gas and 
stun grenades at Shiite pro¬ 
testers who hurled petrol 
bombs during demonstra¬ 
tions Thursday against this 
weekend's Formula One 
Grand Prix, witnesses said. 

The protests ended in vio¬ 
lence when demonstrators 
threw petrol bombs at riot 
police who responded with 
tear gas canisters and stun 
grenades, the witnesses 
said.

mobilises protesters, boasted on its Twitter account that people took to the streets 
with "a steel will". Advocacy group Human Rights Watch accused Formula One of "ig¬ 
noring rights abuses", saying that security forces in Bahrain have "increased their re¬ 
pressive actions in the lead up to the 2013 race."

Football: Bayern have 
"no chance", says Van 
der Vaart 


BERLIN (AFP) - High-flying 
Bayern Munich will have "no 
chance" in next Tuesday's 
Champions League semi-final, 
first leg against Barcelona, ac¬ 
cording to Hamburg captain 
Rafael van der Vaart. 

Bundesliga winners Bayern 
host Barcelona at Munich's Al¬ 
lianz Arena bidding to reach 
the Champions League final 
for the third time in four sea¬ 
sons, but former Real Madrid 
midfielder Van der Vaart has 
dismissed their chances. 

"One player separates Bay¬ 
ern and Barcelona: Messi," the 
Dutch midfielder told German 
magazine Sport Bild. 

"When Bayern meet Barca 


in the semi-finals, they will 
have only 30 percent of the 
ball possession. 

"Barcelona have a simply 
unbelievable system. They al¬ 
ways have the ball, Bayern 
have no chance." 

Having played for Real and 
Tottenham Hotspur in his ca¬ 
reer, Van der Vaart's words 
come against the backdrop of 
Bayern's 9-2 hammering of his 
Hamburg side at the end of 
March, when the Dutchman 
set up both goals as his team 
were routed. 

The semi-final return leg 
will take place in Barcelona on 
May 1 


Athletics: Bolt confirmed 
for Anniversary Games 


LONDON (AFP) - Six-time 
Olympic sprint champion 
Usain Bolt will compete at the 
Anniversary Games at Lon¬ 
don's Olympic Park in July, or¬ 
ganisers confirmed. 

The Jamaican powered to 
gold medals in the 100m, 
200m and 4x100m relay in 
London last year to replicate 
his extraordinary achieve¬ 
ments at the 2008 Olympics in 
Beijing. 

He is due to run in both the 
100m and the 4x100m relay, in 
what will be the last major 
meet before the World Cham¬ 
pionships in Moscow. 

Bolt will be joined in the 
100m by 2003 world cham¬ 
pion Kim Collins, of Saint 
Kitts and Nevis, who missed 


last year's Games after falling 
out with team officials over an 
authorised visit to his wife. 

In total, 12 Olympic gold- 
medallists will take part in the 
July 26-28 event. 

The participation of British 
Olympic champions Jessica 
Ennis, Mo Farah and Greg 
Rutherford also confirmed. 

However, event organisers 
said that six-time Paralympic 
champion Oscar Pistorius 
would not be invited as he 
awaits trial over the murder of 
his girlfriend, Reeva 
Steenkamp. 

Pistorius claims he fatally 
shot Steenkamp after mistak¬ 
ing her for an intruder at his 
Pretoria home in February. 
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LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Los Angeles Lakers gained the 
last berth in the NBA playoffs 
courtesy of a Utah defeat on 
Wednesday, then battled to a 
99-95 overtime victory over 
Houston in their regular-sea¬ 
son finale. 

In Memphis, the Grizzlies 
held the Jazz to their lowest 
points total of the season, tri¬ 
umphing 86-70 to eliminate 
Utah from post-season con¬ 
tention. 

Utah’s defeat meant the 
Lakers were assured of a play¬ 
off berth before their game 
against playoff-bound Hous¬ 
ton tipped off. 

Their close-run victory 
showed just how tough a task 
they have ahead of them in a 
first-round series against the 
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San Antonio Spurs with Lak¬ 
ers superstar Kobe Bryant 
sidelined after season-ending 
Achilles tendon surgery. 

It's likely not as tough, how¬ 
ever, as a first-round series 
against Oklahoma City — 
which the Lakers avoided 
with the win. 

Once Utah were out of the 
picture, the Lakers and Rock¬ 
ets were battling to decide 
which would be seventh and 
which eighth in the Western 
Conference.

James Harden scored 30 
points for the Rockets, who 
ended up as the eighth seed 
and will face Western Confer¬ 
ence top seeds Oklahoma City 
in the first round. 

The Denver Nuggets 
clinched the third seed in the 
West with a 118-98 victory 
over Phoenix and will take on 
Golden State in the first 
round. The Warriors closed 
the regular season with a 99- 
88 victory over Portland. 


Memphis, who had 25 
points and 19 rebounds from 
Zach Randolph, were already 
locked in to the fifth seed in 
the West. They'll open the 
playoffs on the road against 
the Los Angeles Clippers — 
who secured home court ad¬ 
vantage in the first round with 
a 112-108 triumph over Sacra¬ 
mento on Wednesday. 

The Clippers beat the Griz¬ 
zlies in seven games in the 
first round last season. 
Reigning NBA champions 
Miami, with the 
best record in 
the league and 
already assured 
of the top seed 
in the East, 
cruised to a 
105-93 victory 
over Orlando in 
their regular- 
season finale, 
with superstar 
LeBron James 
sitting out to 
rest a sore ham¬ 
string for the 
first-round 
playoff series 
against Mil¬ 
waukee. 

In the other 
Eastern Confer¬ 
ence first-round 
series, the New 
York Knicks 
will take on the 
Boston Celtics, 
Indiana face At¬ 
lanta and 
Brooklyn take 
on Chicago. 

While in Portland - Golden 
State's Stephen Curry also on 
Wednesday broke Ray Allen's 
record for most three-pointers 
in an NBA season, making 
four in the Warriors' 99-88 vic¬ 
tory over Portland. 

Curiy finished the 2012-13 
campaign with 272 three- 
pointers. He came into the 
contest needing two long-rage 
shots to surpass Allen's single¬ 
season record of 269, set in 
2005-06.

He made one in the first 
quarter, and drained the 
record-breaker with 6:49 re¬ 
maining in the second. 

The victory gave the War¬ 
riors the sixth seed in the 
Western Conference. 

They will face the Denver 
Nuggets in the opening round 
of the NBA playoffs. 

Klay Thompson led the 
Warriors with 24 points and 
David Lee notched his league¬ 
leading 56th double-double of 
the season with 20 points and 
10 rebounds. 

Curry finished with 15 
points and five assists. 

And in Los Angeles, New 
York Knicks forward Carmelo 
Anthony was assured of win¬ 
ning the NBA scoring title 
Wednesday when Oklahoma 
City Thunder star Kevin Du¬ 
rant sat out the season finale 
against Milwaukee. 

Durant, who led the league 
in scoring in each of the previ¬ 
ous three seasons, trailed An¬ 
thony for the scoring title by a 
fraction of a point going into 
the final night of the regular 
season. 

Anthony averaged 28.7 
points per game and Durant 
28.1. Anthony had been on fire 
in April, averaging at least 37 
points per game since April 1. 

Fifteen games were on the 


slate on Wednesday, but both 
Anthony and Durant were 
among the many absentees as 
teams girded for their playoff 
campaigns. 

Oklahoma City, hosting the 
Bucks, had already secured the 
top seed in the Western Con¬ 
ference. The Thunder closed 
the regular season with a 95- 
89 loss to the Milwaukee 
Bucks. 

Anthony was among the 
regular Knicks starters who 
didn't play against Atlanta, a 
team of Knicks reserves beat¬ 
ing the Hawks 98-92. 

Journeyman center Earl 
Barron, who was signed by the 
Knicks on Wednesday shortly 
after veteran Rasheed Wallace 
announced his retirement, 
scored 11 points and grabbed 
18 rebounds for New York. 

James White added 20 
points and Iman Shumpert fin¬ 
ished with 18, eight assists and 
seven rebounds. 

Although they rested key 
players, the Knicks saw yet 
another man go down with an 
injury as guard Pablo Prigioni 
twisted his ankle and left the 
contest. 

Mike Scott scored 23 points 
with 14 rebounds for Atlanta, 
who are the sixth seed in the 
East.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - A 
pair of NBA coaches will be 
looking for new jobs during 
the off season after the Cleve¬ 
land Cavaliers fired Byron 
Scott and Doug Collins re¬ 
signed from his position as 
head coach of the Philadelphia 
76ers. 

Scott was sacked after three 
seasons in which he guided 
Cleveland to a record of 64- 
166 record. 

"I have tremendous respect 


for Byron professionally and 
a great deal of admiration for 
him personally,” said Cavs 
general manager Chris Grant. 

"At the same time, it is 
critical for where we are as a 
team to ensure that we capi¬ 
talize on every opportunity 
for development and success 
and we have fallen short of 
that on the court.” 

He took over in July 2010, 
just before LeBron James de¬ 
cided to leave the Cavaliers to 
join the Miami Heat as a free 
agent. 

The Cavaliers were 24-58 
this season, ending the 2012- 
13 season with a six-game los¬ 
ing streak, and finished in last 
place in their division. 

Philadelphia owner Josh 
Harris said Thursday that 
Collins made the decision not 
to return for a fourth season. 

"He is not being pushed 
out,” Harris said.
